New Delhi, the 14th August, 1984 

GSR 610(E).—Whereas certain draft rules fur¬ 
ther to amend the Aircraft Rules, 1937 were pub¬ 
lished in the Gazette of India Part II. Section 3, 
Sub-section (i) dated the 13th August, 1983 with 
the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Tourism and Civil Aviation No. GSR 
599 dated the 21st July, 1983 inviting objections, 
and suggestions from all persons likely to be affec¬ 
ted thereby before the expiry of a period of three 
months from the date on which the copies of the 
official Gazette in which the said notification was 
published were made aavilable to the public; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made avail¬ 
able to the public on the 13th August, 1983. 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have 
been received from the public; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 5 of the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 
of 1934), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Air craft 
Rules, 1937, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Aircraft 
(Third Amendment) Rules, 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

In the Aircraft Rules. 1937,—- 

1. in rules 3, in sub-ri^e (1)—- 

(i) clause (3) shall be omitted; 

(ii) after clause (4), the following clauses 
shall be inserted namely:—- 

(4A) “Aeronautical beacon” means an 
aeronautical ground light visible at

all azimuth either continously or 
intermittently to designate a particular 
point on the surface of the earth; 

(413) “Aeronautical ground light" means any 
light provided as an aid to air navi¬ 
gation other than a light displayed on 
an aircraft.’’; 

2. for Part VIII and the heading thereto, the 
following shall he substituted, namely - 

“Part VIII—Aeronautical beacon, aeronauti¬ 
cal ground lights and false lights.” 

3. for rule 65, the following rule shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely;— 

“65. Aeronautical beacon and aeronautical 
ground lights. 

(1) No aeronautical beacon or aeronauti¬ 
cal ground light shall be established 
or maintained within India nor shall 
the character of the light exhibited 
therefrom be altered except wit'll the 
approval in writing of the Central 
Government and subject to such con¬ 
ditions as may be prescribed. 

(2) No person shall willfully or negligently 
endanger or interfere with any aero¬ 
nautical beacon or aeronautical ground 
light established or maintained by or 
with the approval of the Central 
Government or any light exhibited 
therefrom.’’; 

4. in rule 66, for sub-rule (1), the following 
ub-rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(I) Whenever in India any light is exhibited,— 

(a) in the vicinity of an aerodrome or an aero¬ 
nautical beacon within a radius of 


. 5 kilometres, so as to be liable to be 
mistaken for an aeronautical ground light 
or an aeronautical beacon; or 

(b) which by reason of its liability to be 
mistaken for an aeronautical ground 
light or an aeronautical beacon is cal¬ 
culated to endanger the safety of an 
aircraft; or 

(c) which being in the vicinity of an aero¬ 

drome is liable by reason of its glare to 
endanger the safety of an aircraft arriv¬ 
ing at or departing from the aerodrome; 
or 

(d) which may prevent' or cause confusion by 

reason of it's intensity, configuration 
or colour in the clear interpretation of 
visual aids for navigation denoting obst¬ 
acles or restricted use areas; 

the Central Government may serve a notice upon 
the owner or person in possession of the place 
where the light is exhibited or upon the person 
having charge of the light directing that owner 
or person within a reasonable time to be specified 
in the notice to take effectual means for extin¬ 
guishing or for effectually screening the light and 
for preventing for the future the exhibition of any 
similar light."
